Belgium had been attacked and that 
in reply to a request for aid, the Allies 
wete daing all they could. 


STRICT ACTION

all over the country to prevent German 
action from the inside.. All Germans 
residing in Brussels have been arrest- 
ed. 

King Leopold, like his father before 
him in 1914, has taken command of the 
armed forces.—Havas. 


First News Of Crisis 


‘Amsterdam, To- day. 

Reuter’s special correspondent ached 
that the first-news-of—the-crisis-cam 
half an hour after midnight fotdae 
when it became known that telegraph 
as well telephone communications had 
been interrupted.

IT IS LEARNED AUTHORITATIVELY that quick and 
severe punishment met squadrons of German aircraft 
which yesterday made their first attempt to bomb aero- 

‘,dromes and other objectives in the zone of the ad- 
vanced striking force of the R.A.F. in France. 

The main attack occurred soon after dawn and its effective 
frustration was due to the smooth and rapid co-opera- 
tion’ between the British and French air ‘arms and

No serious damage or. casualties 
were reported from any of the R.A-F. 
aerodromes. Many bombs were drop- 
ped but were mainly of small size.

History “may show that the action 
between the -battle-cruisers Renown 
and Scharnhorst was the decisive en- 
counter of this stage of the Scandin- 
avian campaign.

At 6 am. the first Nazi parachute

After receiving the Nazi Note, King 

Leopold granted ‘an audience to the

The Premier later told the press that 
Belgium had been attacked and that 
in reply to a request for aid, the Allies 
were doing all they could.

First News Of Crisis 


Amsterdam, To-day.- 
Reuter’s special correspondent says 
that the first news of the crisis came 
half an hour after midnight yesterday. 
whert it became known that telegraph 
as well telephone communications had 
been interrupted. . tos 


At 2.45 a.m., residents were awaken- 
ed by heavy ‘anti-aircraft fire. Look- 
ing from windows, people saw a single 
German bomber flying high, brilliant- 
ly illuminated by a dozen of search~ 
lights. Shells flashed .round it but. it 
disappeared out of range. Afterwards 

‘ shooting continued all night. 

: From 4 a.m. to 6 am. there were 
continual-salvoes as German bombers 
flew over the city in groups of three, 
five, ten or more. 

At one time fire was drowned by 
heavy explosions. 

‘It was stated that the Schipol Aexo- 
drome was being blown up. Now and 
then there was a roar as a Dutch 
fighter zoomed up to keep German 
*planes from the centre of the city. 


Good Information
